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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/12/2010 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4, 9-12, 17-18, 20, 26, 44-46 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is Kawamura et al ("Growth of a Large GaN single Crystal using the liquid phase epitaxy (LPE) 
Technique"), Sarayama et al (US 2002/0046695 Al) and Yamada et al (US 5,366,552). 
Kawamura et al teaches a method of LPE comprising heating a reaction vessel (crucible) 
containing Na (an alkali metal) and gallium (Ga) to 800°C; feeding a nitrogen containing gas 
(nitrogen and ammonia) and thereby allowing the Ga and nitrogen to react with each other to 
grow Group III nitride single crystals. Sarayama et al also teaches feeding nitrogen continuously 
into the reaction vessel. Yamada et al also teaches by tilting the chamber the solution is kept in a 
homogenous condition and liquid phase epitaxial growth is achieved uniformly. The prior art 
does not teach, suggest or provide any rationale for providing a continuous flow of the flux 
across a surface of the substrate in a thin layer state so as to allow the nitrogen containing as to 
dissolve in the flux and supply nitrogen continuously to growth faces of the crystals by rocking 
the reaction vessel,
